NAVY FLYER KILLED, ANOTHER 
ESCAPES, IN PLANE CRASH 


Ship Falls in Flames Near Fuquay 


RALEIGH, N. C., July 29. — A 
navy flyer was killed and another 
escaped injury when their plane 
crashed in flames near Fuquay 
Springs, 15 miles south of here, to- 
day. 
The victim was tentatively iden-

CHIANG WARNS OFFICIALS 
TO STOP EXTRAVAGANCES 


Chinese Leader Threatens Severe 
Penalties for Some “Still In- 
dulging in Luxuries.”

SHANGHAI, July 29.—Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek warned of- 
ficials of the Chinese. Nationalist 
Government today that they face 
severe punishment for extrava- 
gance. 

In a circular, he pointed to the 
need for thrift in “an unprecedent- 
ed emergency, with the fate of the 
nation hanging in the balance.” 

The circular emphasized the un- 
favorable impression created by 
some officials “still indulging in for- 
mer luxurious habits, staying at 
the best hotels and paying too 
much attention to their personal 
comfort.” 


EARTHQUAKE IN NEW YORK 


Parts of Greater City and West- 
chester County Feel Shock. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—An earth- 
quake described by observers at 
Fordham University as “a sharp 
surface shock” was felt in upper 
Manhattan, the Bronx, parts of 
Westchester County and the 
Palisades section of New Jersey 
early today. No damage was re- 
ported. Most of the persons who 
deluged police and fire stations 
with telephone calls said the earth- 
quake awoke them, some reported 
their homes shook. 

The Rev. Fr. Joseph Lynch of 
Fordham Observatory, said the 
school’s seismograph recorded the 
shock at 2:44:15 . m. He placed 
the center of the disturbance as 
“five to 25 miles” from the univer- 
sity. He said the shock was “a lit 
tle bit stronger“ than would be 
usual for this section but “it was 
nothing to worry about.” The met- 
ropolitan area felt its last shock 
on July 18, 1937.

A $31,500 fee paid to United States 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark in 
1937 by the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
has been made an issue in his cam- 
paign for renomination by Joseph 
T. Davis, one of his opponents. 

This payment has been referred 
to from time to time in campaign 
speeches but no detailed account 


88 ot the manner in which Clark was 


retained and the services he ren- 
dered the company for his fee has 
been given. The Post-Dispatch 
asked Senator Clark today for a 
statement on the matter. 


Briefly, his engagement was to 
defend the company in a receiver- 


ship suit brought in the St. Louis 
Circuit Court by Joseph M. Kelley, 
an obscure salesman, owner at 
that time of 20 shares of the La- 
clede company's preferred stock. 
Scant significance was attached to 
it at the time and it was later with- 
drawn, 

The suit was based on an old 
contention, twice brought forward 
previously by the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., a competitor 
of Laclede's electric business, seek- 
ing to oust the/ company on the 
ground that its charter, granted 
by the Missouri Legislature in 1857, 
had expired. In both instances, 
once in 1927 and again in 1934, the 
Attorney-General of the State re- 
fused to institute a quo warranto 
proceeding requested by the city, 

Company's Legal Counsel. 

At the time the Kelley suit was 
filed, on July 16, 1935, the general 
counsel for the Laclede company, 
was 
Robert W. Otto, former te Su- 
preme Court Judge and a former 
Attorney-General of the State. 

The company also * ms as 
special counsel to, defend suit 
the firm of Taylor, Chasnoff & 
Willson, one of the widely known 
law firms of the State. 

Clark told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that Otto called on 
him in Washington in December, | 
1936, and engaged him to aid in 
representing the company in the 
Kelley suit. Clark explained he 
had successfully represented the 
company during one of the pre- 
vious attempts to oust it and was 
hired again primarily becguse of 
his “expert” knowledge of the fun- 
damental legal points involved. He 
said that he accepted a retainer 
and took the case on a contingent 
fee basis. The retainer, he added, 
was included in the $31,500 pay- 
ment, which was for the single 
case. 

Clark said he had come to St. 
Louis several times in connection 
with the case and made one brief 
courtroom appearance. That was 
to argue a technical motion. The 


suit subsequently was withdrawn. 


Had the suit not been withdrawn, 
he added, he was prepared to take 
it to the Supreme Court. In fix- 
ing his contingent fee, Clark ob- 
served, he had in mind that possi- 
bility. 


Other Services to Company. 


Observing that his legal activities 
were matters of public record, he 
said he has been employed inter- 
mittently by the Laclede company 
for about 10 years. He has been 
retained, he continued, on specific 
cases and his fee paid at the con- 
clusion of each one. He said that 
he now is engaged by the company 
to study its relationships with its 
holding company, the Utilities Pow- 
er & Light Co., in order to advise 
whether the Laclede company has 
a claim against it. As yet, he 
added, he has had no opportunity 
to begin his examination. 

“I shall continue to accept legi- 
timate, legal business while in the 
United States Senate,” Clark said. 
“so long as I may attend to it per- 
sonally and it does not pertain to 
any governmental activity.” 

Records of the Kelley suit show 
that Clark became an attorney of 
record on Dec. 10, 1936. His next 
appearance in the records consists 
of a telegram obtaining a contin- 
uance on the ground he had a busi- 
ness engagement in Washington 
and desired also to spend the 
Christmas holidays there. 

His sole courtroom appearance 
was on Jan. 8, 1937, when he briefly 
argued a technical motion before 
Circuit Judge Charles B. Williams. 
The motion was sustained Feb. 1, 
1937. Four days later the petition- 
ers dropped their suit, paying costs,

HUGHES FLIES 70 CHICAGO 
IN WORLD CIRCLING PLANE 


11,000 Persons Cheer Him and His 
Crew; Some Break Through 
Police Lines.

CHICAGO, July 29.— Howard 
Hughes brought his world-circling: 
plane down at Chicago Municipal 
Airport today, four hours and seven 
minutes after he took off from 
Floyd Bennett Field in New York. 

A crowd estimated at 11,000 per- 
sons cheered and part of them 
broke through police lines to sur- 
round the plane.

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HARLAN DEFENSE SAYS 
UNION I PROSECUTOR 


Contends Mine Workers Are 
Mase Interested in Case 
Than Justice Department. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Ky., July 29.—Forney 
Johnston of defense counsel told 
the Harlan coal conspiracy jury to- 
day the “evidence is overwhelming 
that this is a prosecution by the 
United Mine Workers of America.” 

“The final proof of this,” he said, 
“is the mass of corrupt testimony 
that has been presented to you— 
testimony reeking with interest, bit- 
terness, venom toward the opera- 
tors who are on trial here.” 

Other defense attorneys have 
termed the C I O-affiliated mine 
union as “radical” and have de- 
clared it is not to be trusted. 

Saying the union is more inter- 
ested in the prosecution of the 39 
individuals and 17 companies ac- 
cused of a conspiracy to violate the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act than 
the Department of Justice, Johns- 
ton added: 

“These organizers have a pecu- 
liar interest in the outcome of this 
case—and a big stake in the $250,- 
000 worth of dues they collect, plus 
special assessments.” 

He charged the Government had 
been assisted by Thomas Town- 
send of Charleston, W. Va., “a Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ attorney here on 
Government time and at Govern- 
ment expense.” 

Asserting no conspiracy has been 
established, Johnston asked the 
jury not to “brand these innocent 
men.”

Clipper Carried Rubber Life Boats, 
Food, Signaling Devices. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—The 
Hawaii Clipper carried a complete 
supply of emergency equipment for 
landings at sea. 

The flying boat is a sister ship 
of the China Clipper and Philip- 
pine Clipper. Each of the Clip- 
pers carries rubber life boats which 
may be inflated in a few seconds 
by compressed air from small 
tanks. Lach boat is capable of 
carrying four or five men. 

The Clippers also carry hundreds 
of bright red and yellow toy bal- 
loons which can be inflated and 
released on the surface of the wa- 
ter. In heavy winds, such as the 
Hawaii Clipper was known to have 
encountered, the balloons skip along 
the water indefinitely at the speed 
of the wind. Searching surface 
ships, encountering a line of such 
balloons, would follow the line 
against the wind toward their point 
of origin. 

Since radio transmitters function 
only by use of an aerial, the Clip- 
pers have big kites to carry the 
aerials aloft when they are on the 
water. The kites, red, green and 
yellow, also serve as distress sig- 
nals. 


Emergency food supplies, witn 
cans of water and evaporated milk 
also are standard equipment. Each 
Clipper carries a shotgun, fish lines 
and bait. 

The area in which the Hawaii 
Clipper was last reported is filled 
with atolls and reefs, many of them 
uncharted on oceanic maps. On 
some of these, men could gain a 
precarious, but iife-saving, foot- 
hold, 


Fred C. Meier, Government Fungi 
Expert, Aboard Missing Clipper. 
WASHINGTON, July 29. — Fred 

C. Meier, one of those aboard the 

missing Hawaii clipper, was on his 


way to Hongkong to further his 


collection of new data on how the 
upper air spreads plant diseases. 
Associates at the Department of 
Agriculture said Meier, the depart- 
ment’s principal pathologist, was 
after samples of windblown fungi 
and spores. 

Meier collaborated with Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh in perfecting 
the “skyhook,” an air-sampling de- 
vice useful in surveying the spread 
of microorganisms. 

The pathologist, 45 years old, was 
born in Riggston, III. 


Admiral Yarnell Orders All Avail- 
able Ships to Join Search. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Ad- 
miral Harry E. Yarnell informed 
the Navy Department today he had 
directed Rear Admiral George J. 
Myers at Manila to use all avail- 
able ships in the search for the 
missing Pan-American Clipper. 

Yarnell, commander of the 
Asiatic fleet, is in China. Myers 
commands the Sixteenth Naval Dis- 
trict at Cavite, near Manila. 

The navy has 14 surface vessels 
and three amphibian planes avail- 
able for the search, officials said. 
These include the destroyers Paul 
Jones, Stewart, Edsall and Parrott, 
the gunboat Tulsa, three mine 
sweepers and six submarines.

in Federal funds. 

“Sound business practice does 
not permit increasing financial ob- 
ligations during a business depres- 
sion,” the statement said. Karn- 
ings of practically all business con- 
cerns and individuals are below 
what they were in 1937. The added 
burden of an increased bonded in- 
debtedness must necessarily be 
borne by tenants as well as real 
estate owners. Increased taxes al- 
ways result in increased rents. 

“As far as we have beef able to 
learn from those sponsoring this 
new issue, no definite information 
is available as to what civic im- 
provements will be made with this 
money or how much money will be 
contributed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

“It is estimated by the Govern- 

mental Research Institute that the 
city’s deficit at the end of this year 
will amount to $2,974,881, which will 
be the highest in the history of 
St. Louis. 
St. Louis’ credit is the envy of 
all large cities. Citizens should keep 
that enyvialbe position and it can 
be done by the practice of economy 
in our city government. It will be 
destroyed by the continued increase 
of our bonded indebtedness, ever in- 
creasing maintenance costs and the 
increasing operating deficit.” 

The gross outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness of St. Louis, the state- 
ment said, was $82,000,000.

RULES AGAINST FORD 
IN CASE AT BUFFAL 


Company Spied — Reinstate- 
ment of 50 CI O Men Urged. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—A La- 
bor Board trial examiner ruled to- 


day that the Ford Motor Co. had 
violated the Wagner Labor Act by 
“spying’ ‘and discrimination at its 
Buffalo (N. Y.) assembly plant. 
The examiner, Francis M. Shea, 
recommended that the company re- 
hire 50 C I O union members and 
ag interfering with union activi- 


Shea, listing eight methods of 
alleged violation of the law, said 
the company’s service men had 
spied on union meetings and on 
men at work. At the same time, 
he added, it “disseminated propa- 
ganda” to discourage membership 
in the United Automobile Workers 
of America, . 
Based on 12-Day Hearing. 

The findings ‘were based on a 12- 
day hearing in Buffalo last winter 
on charges of unfair labor practice 
brought by the union. 

Shea held that 17 men were dis- 
charged for union activity and 33 
others were not re-employed after 
a layoff because of their union 
membership. He dismissed dis- 
crimination charges with respect to 
12 other workers. 

Among the findings of unfair 
practices, his report listed the par- 
ticipation by Ford service men in 
discharges, which the examiner said 
was an unusual procedure. The 
service men correspond to com- 
pany police. They took charge of 
men notified of dismissal and led 
them from the plant, testimony 
brought. out. 

Shea ruled that the company was 
responsible for tearing down of a 
union banner opposite the factory 
by “eight or nine men who came 
from the direction of the plant.” 

Distribution of Literature. 

He criticised distribution of lit- 
erature which had been held to be 
anti-union in previous N LR B 
actions against Ford at Dearborn, 
Mich., St. Louis and Sommerville, 
Mass. 

The Ford almanac and the re 
print of a newspaper article pur- 
porting to give Henry Ford's views 
on labor, Shea said, were distribut- 
ed to Buffalo Ford Workers as a 
“deliberate effort” to interfere with 
labor organization activities. 

He said the almanac contained 
an attack on Labor organization 
which sought to “accomplish a fu- 
sion of Rackets, a Jewish name, 
Communism and labor organizing.” 

Shea said the literature consti- 
tuted “a direct appeal to the work- 


ing men to avoid labor organiza-

She said she 
had no difficulty in obtaining ten- 
ants but that she received no reat 
as they generally were on relief. 
Her son has a salary of $90 a month. 

Man Has 7 Employed Children. 

An 82-year-old widower told the 
examingd he thought he was en- 
titled to the pension although the 
combined earnings of his seven em- 
ployed children were $1255 a month. 
He testified that he felt he should 
be reinstated because he had tio 
money of his own and that he was 
forced to rely on his children for 
support. . 

The monthly pension of $13 which 
he formerly received gave him 
enough cash for his own needs and 
enabled him to pay a little to the 
children with whom he: resides, he 
said.

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GLARK AT CLAYTON 


TALKS ON The FH A 


‘Asserts Few Governmental 
Activities Have Been More 
Beneficia! in St. Louis Area. 


In a campaign speech on 
Courthouse lawn at Clayton — 
night, United States Senator Ben- 
nett C. Clark, Democratic candi- 
date for renomination, emphasized 
the work of the Federal Housing 
Administration, which, he said, 
“without interfering with legitimate 
private initiative has put small 
home building on the soundest 
basis in the nation’s history.” 

He spoke in the center of a 
suburban community which has 
had extensive home construction 
and refinancing in recent years, 
largely with F H A aid. 

Out of more than 240,000 home 
mortgages insured by the F H A 
in the country, Clark said, only 


193 have been foreclosed for failure 
to pay. Few of the Government’s 
activities, he went on, have been 
more beneficial in effect. and of 
more interest to the bulk of in- 
habitants of the St. Louis metro- 
politan area than this movement 
to encourage building of homes and 
small business establishments and 
to assist owners to retain their 
homes. It was one of the most 
beneficial steps for the whole coun- 
try, he added. 

He mentioned also the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, designed 
to aid financially distressed house- 
holders. 

Gain in Home Building. 

The fundamental purpose of the 
F H A, he went on, was to im- 
prove housing standards and condi- 
tions and it was not a lending or 
spending agency, but a mortgage 
insurance agency, dealing through 
private institutions. 

In 1934, the Senator related, 
only 50,000 non-farm homes were 
built in the country, while in 1936- 
37 about 550,000 were erected, 
but a gain early in 1937 over 1936 
was checked by rising labor and 
material costs and by business de- 
pression. However, he predicted 
that, with changes in the housing 
act made by the recent session of 
Congress, home construction would 
attain a new peak for the “recov- 
ery” period this year. 


William Green Designates Op- 
ponent, A. J. Pickett, as 
C 1 O-Approved Candidate. 


The labor issue has been injected 
again into the Democratic cam- 
paign for Twelfth District Congress- 
man by a letter from William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, giving C. Ar- 
thur Anderson, incumbent, A. F. of 
L. approval and designating his 
principal opponent, A. J. Pickett, 
as a C I O-approved candidate. 
Labor’s Non-Partisan League, 
which has indorsed Pickett, is 
C IO agency, Green stated in the 
letter, dated July 15 and addressed 
to J. W. Williams of St. Louis, who 
retired recently as head of the A. 
F. of L. building trades department. 
Green, reaffirming a statement in 
a letter of Feb. 17 to Joseph P. 
Clark, president of Central Trades 
and Labor Union, asked all friends 
of labor to join with the A. F. of 
L. in supporting Anderson. 

Both Anderson and Williams 
called attention to Green’s new let- 
ter in speeches last night. Williams, 
speaking over radio station KSD, 
said the St. Louis Union Labor Ad- 
vocate, edited by Martin A. Dill- 
man, challenged Anderson, in its 
issue of July 15, to obtain a new 
statement from Green on his can- 
didacy and added that if Anderson 
could thus prove Green’s support 
the Advocate would switch from 
Pickett to Anderson. 

Copy Given to Diliman. 
Williams read the new letter 
from Green and said a copy of it 
was submitted to Dillman, but that 
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Labor Advocate editorial and Dill- 
man’s purported refusal to print 
the new indorsement by Green be- 
fore the primary. 

John P. Nick, publisher of The 
Voice of Labor, “has been mas- 
querading under the label of the 
A. F. of L.,“ Anderson charged, “in 
an attempt to mislead members of 
different organizations into believ- 
ing Pickett is indorsed,” and has de- 
nied the existence of Green’s ap- 
proval of Anderson. 

“Neither Nick nor Dillman lives 
in the Twelfth Congressional Dis- 
trict,” Anderson continued. 

Attacks Another as “Adviser.” 

“Ralph Elovitch, also known as 
Ralph Shaw, who is classed by the 
police as a CIO muscle man and a 
Communist, is also carrying the 
torch for Pickett and is one of his 
closest advisers. He does not live 
in the Twelfth District. Are these 
men, who are Mr. Pickett’s clos- 
est associates, going to be his ad- 
visers should he be nominated? Are 
they the ytpe of leaders and ad- 
visers the people of the Tweifth 
District want their Congressman 
to have?

M. Wolts, superintendent ol 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube ‘Co. 
police, reversed. his, previous testi- 
mony today and informed. the: Sen- 
ate Civil Liberties Committee he. 
had exchanged. labor information 
with other steel companies. 
Announcing that he wished ‘to 


stand and said he had received and 
sent reports on labor meetings to 
James L. Williams, chief of the 
Republic Steel Corporation police. 

Earlier, he had said Williams 
approached him with a proposal 
that the two companies split the 
cost of labor surveillance in the 
period before the “Little Steel“ 
strike. He said he had refused. His 
company, he had testified, employed 
no “undercover” men for work out- 
side the plant. 

Woltz said he understood labor 
espionage to mean. the “shadowing” 
of C I O organizers and others, a 
process he insisted was not used 
by his company. 

Two undercover agents, George 
Gransi and Steve Paig, have given 
him reports on both open and closed 
union meetings, he said, these re- 
ports were passed along at times, 
he added, to Williams and to execu- 
tives of the American Steel & Wire 
Co., Cleveland subsidiary of United 
States Steel: 

One of these reports, Woltz said, 
may have gone to Williams’ within 
the last week. 

He said Williams had given him 
some labor information orally with- 
in the last two or three months. 
These reports also went to ‘William 
B. Gillies, operating vice-president 
of Youngstown Sheet & Tube. 

La Follette Takes Gillies to Task. 

Chairman La Follette (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, promptly took Gillies to 
task for his previous testimony to 
the effect that Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube did not carry on labor es- 
pionage. 

Gillies, baldheaded and bespec- 
tacled, said Frank Purnell, presi- 
dent of the company, did not know 
about the reports. Purnell had tep- 
tified that such activities were 
agalnst the policy of his company.

Employment and Produc- 
tion at Lowest Levels of 
Year — Inventory Posi- 
tions Better. 


The downward trend of business 
and industry in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, which includes 
parts of seven states about St. 


Louis, continued at an accelerated 
rate during June and the first half 


of July, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis reported in its month- 
ly business*review made public to- 
day. 

Employment and production fell 
to the lowest levels of the year, the 


bank said. Although inventory 
positions showed continued im- 
provement, buying by both manu- 
facturers and merchants continued 
on a necessity basis. | 

Department store sales im the 
principal cities of the district were 
6.3 per cent less in June than in 
May and 12 per cent less than in 
June of last year. The total for 
the first half of the year was 7.7 
per cent less than in the similar 
period a year ago. 

Sales of wholesale and jobbing 
firms which report to the bank 
were 4.3 per cent smaller in June 
than in May; 23.3 per cent less 
than in June of last year; and the 
total for the first half of this year 
was 16.6 per cent under the total 
for the first half of 1937. 


Building Permits Compared, 


The dollar value of building per- 
mits for new construction in the 
principal cities was 28.8 per cent 
greater in June than in May, but 
41.8 per cent less than in June, 
1937. For the first half of this year 
the total was 35 per cent less than 
in the same period last year. 

Industrial users of electricity in 
the principal cities consumed 5.2 
per cent more in June than in May, 
but 18 per cent less than in June 
of last year. 

In agriculture the report showed 
continued favorable prospects for 
crops in the district. With the ex- 
ception of wheat, possibly cotton, 
and some fruit crops, yields per 
acre were expected to be better 
than last year’s “excellent” yields. 

Banks of the district reported 
their total loans have receded to 
the lowest levels since the winter 
of 1936. Borrowings for fall and 
winter business were substantially 
less than a year ago. 

Report by Industries. 

Sales data relating to particular 
industries included in the report 
were as follows: 

Boots and shoes: Decreases of 
6.7 per cent in June compared with 
May; 30.2 per cent compared with 
June of last year, and 13.8 per cent 
for the first half of 1938 compared 
with the first half of last year. 

Dry goods: Decreases, in the 
three classifications, of 10.2 per 
cent; 22.7 per cent, and 21 per cent. 

Electrical supplies: Decreases of 
6.7 per cent, 34.7 per cent and 21 per 
cent, 

Furniture: Decreases of 16.4 per 
cent, 28.7 per cent and 24.8 per cent.

STUDY OF INVESTMENT 
COMPANIES ASSETS 


Control Concentrated in New 
York, S EC Report to Mon- 
opoly Inquiry Shows. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Statis- 
tics and charts, indicating concen- 
trated control in New York of bil- 
lions of dollars of investment com- 
pany assets, were sent to the Gov- 
ernment’s monopoly study commis- 
sion by the Securities Commission 
yesterday. 

The figures, which showed the 
rise and fall of investment com- 
pany assets between 1927 and 1936, 
were included in a 161-page report 
transmitted to Congress by the 8 
E C as Part Two of its analysis of 


the investment trust industry. 

A commission spokesman said the 
third part of the study, showing 
the extent to which investment 
companies control industries, will 
be released next fall. 

Management investment com- 
panies, the report showed, have 
been concentrated largely in New 
York City and its neighborhood. 
This kind of company was defined 
as the type which tended to make 
sizeable investments in securities 
of particular companies “with an 
apparent control or influence” upon 
their management. 

The maximum number of man- 
agement investment companies at 
any year-end was only 44 and the 
total number in exisience over the 
1927-1936 period was about 50. The 
commission reported that at the 
end of 1927, total assets stood at 
$1,800,000,000. The market value 
then increased to $8,000,000,000 in 
1929, then slumped to a depression 
low of $2,000,000,000 in 1932.

“ON BRIBERY CHARGES 


Three Accused of Taking Gifts 
to Register Stock of Firm 
in Ohio. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., July 29.—A for- 
mer chief of the Ohio Securities 
Division, two of its former of- 


ficials, and the head of a Cincin- 
nati brokerage concern were named 
late yesterday in indictments charg- 
ing bribery. 

Edward T. Carney, the former 
chief, and Edwin Judy, former at- 
torney-examiner, both of Columbus, 
were accused of soliciting and ac- 
cepting bribes from Vossler & 
Vossler of Cincinnati and from the 
Toledo Guaranty Corporation. 

Elmer Vossler, head of the com- 
pany, was accused of giving Carney 
and Judy $3000 worth of stock to 
influence them in granting a soak 
er’s license. 

James A. Bollinger, former ex- 
aminer, was charged with aiding 
and abetting Carney and Judy in 
soliciting and accepting a $2500 
bribe from officers of Toledo Guar- 
anty Corporation, to influence regis- 
tration of that concern’s stock. 

The Toledo Guaranty Corporation 
is now defunct, five of its officers 
having been sentenced to prison on 
fraud charges. 

Carney resigned as chief of the 
division last summer when he was 
charged with bribery in another 
case, in which he won acquittal.

How About Pitching? 


Through tne years the import- 
ance of pitching in baseball has 
been taken for granted. Addie 
Joss has been quoted periodically 
because he said that hurling was 
80 per cent of the battle. Some 
observers have decided that he 
was too conservative. 


Occasionally, though, you won- 
der if the brilliant defense 
doesn’t have a lot to do with it, 
or perhaps the batters have a bad 
day. Anyhow, here's a letter 
from a fan who thinks perhaps 
the importance of the man on the 
firing line is over-emphasized: 
“Dear Extra Innings— 


“After watching the hitting ex- 
hibition last Sunday, before the 
Cardinal doubleheader, I wonder 
if too much emphasis has been 
placed on pitching in the majors. 
During the exhibition the batters, 
representing the best of the hit- 
ters among the Cardinals and 
Dodgers, took 10 swipes at the 
ball in series of 4, 4 and 2. 


“Medwick, the champion batter 
last year, fouled several pitches 
back of home plate during his 
first series, completely missed 
some pitches and sent his fair 
balls through the infield—some of 
them looked like easy outs. All 
this with Mique Gonzales pitch- 
ing. 

“Now I think Medwick is tops 
as a hitter and this is not offered 
in criticism of his efforts. The 
same was true of the other bat- 
ters. 


“How many times during the 
course of a regular game has a 
relief pitcher gone in and stopped 
a rally by making the batter 
ground out weakly or fly out to 
the infield? He is praised imme- 
diately for his fine work in get- 
ting rid of Mr. Sockum, a dan- 
gerous hitter. I wonder if instead 
of patting the pitcher on the back 
shouldn’t we kick the batter in 
the pants for not timing his 
swing, for not meeting the ball 
squarely and for not putting it 
‘where they wasn’t.’

Martin and Defense Lawyer 
Exchange Gibes About 
Conduct of Hearing, 
Halted in Fifth Day.

DETROIT, July 29.—The Execu- 
tive Board of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, hearing charges 
against four suspended vice-presi- 
dents, suddenly adjourned the trial 
today and adopted new rules of 
procedure. 

A resolution adopted by the 
board accused the defendants of 
“deliberate delay and wilful abuse 
of the established rules of orderly 
procedure.” Homer Martin, U A W 
president who has charge the sus- 


pended officers conspired with 
Communists to disrupt the union, 
announced the adjournment, not 
long after the trial entered its 
fifth day. 

The board will proceed under the 
following rules: 

Union counsel will provide a 
supplementary bill of particulars 
by noon, July 30. 

Defendants must file a com- 
plete answer to the charges by 4 
p. m., Aug. 1. 

Martin told reporters the board 
“decided to end the Moscow propa- 
ganda trial attempted by the de- 
fense, and to proceed in the way 
an American trial should be con- 
ducted. If we had gone on the 
way the defense wanted, this trial 
would have taken six months.” 

Comments of Counsel. 

Maurice Sugar, counsel for the 
suspended vice-presidents, com- 
mented, “I know of no trial in the 
history of America. . where the 
prosecution was relieved of the ne- 
cessity of proving its case through 
witnesses. No one yet has discov- 
ered a way of cross-examining an 
affidavit.” 

The delays caused by the defense, 
Martin said, “will no longer be tol- 
erated.” 

All affidavits and exhibits in 
support of pleadings of both sides 
shall be filed by 4 p. m., Aug. 3. 

Oral arguments on the issues 
will be heard when the board re- 
convenes Saturday, Aug. 6. 

Martin said a woman witness, 

who was to have related an alleged 
“deal” to turn control of the Wayne 
County unit of Labor’s Non-Parti- 
san League over to Communists, 
had “received a mysterious tele- 
phone call, threatening her if she 
testified.” 

The woman appeared at U A W 
headquarters yesterday, but did not

viding the curious spectacle of 
judges giving their opinions as 
witnesses without being sworn.“ 


Mortimer charged in a radio 
broadcast last night that a “ruin- 
ous and dangerous” group insur- 
ance plan, for which he said Mar- 
tin sought executive board ap- 
proval, was “the immediate cause of 
all this trouble.” The officers Mar- 
tin later suspended demanded a 
complete airing of the insurance 
proposition, Mortimer said, and the 
deal has not yet been closed. He 
charged that the proposal “would 
have vastly damaged our union and 
exploited our membership.” 


Martin, commenting on Morti- 
mer’s speech, said that “the local 
unions were enthusiastically for a 
group insurance plan.

Outlaw and 11 of Gang 
Killed by Brazil "Police 


Notorious Lampeao, Robber and Murderer for 
20 Years, Makes Last Stand—Woman 
Companion and Officer Also Dead. 


By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, July 29.— 
There was rejoicing in Brazil to- 
day because death had ended the 
career of one-eyed Lampeao, the 
bandit. 

For 20 years he robbed and 
killed, cut out the tongues of gar 
rulous women, and made them and 
their menfolk dance naked in the 
streets. 

Lampeao, or Lampost, 38 years 
old, a small man who wore glasses, 
his sweetheart and 11 of his gang 
were killed last night in a fight 
with police near Maceio, Alagoas 
State, Northeastern Brazil. One po- 
liceman was killed and several 
wounded. 

Villagers in the area celebrated 
in the streets, and joyful speeches 
were made after the death of the 
bandit. 

In nearly a thousand previous 
fights, Lampeao always had man- 
aged to fight his way clear of the 
law, to roam through the North- 
eastern hinterland, continuing to 
plunder and often cutting off the 
ears or legs of those who fell into 
his hands. 

Cruelty was his pleasure, and it 
was his particular delight to take 
over a village and force the lead- 
ing residents to doff their clothes 
and dance before him. 

He always had women in his 
hideouts, and authorities said many 
of them bore him children, to fill 
the ranks of his gang.

attack small clusters of houses, to 
— violate, mutilate, kill and 


3 of his victims never told of 
their terror.

It is said the theft of a cow 
started Lampeao in crime. His 
father gave him the animal, and in 
hate Lampeao killed the man who 
stole it.

SUDETENS SAY CZECH 
BREACH 1S WIDENING 


Party in Official Letter De- 
clares Mediator Runciman 
Faces Hard Task.

PRAHA, July 29.—The Sudeten 
German party said last night in an 
official press letter that the cleav- 
age between Czechs and Germans 
appears no longer bridgeable.“ 

THe statement hinted ominously 
that Viscount Runciman, Britain's 
unofficial mediator in the Czecho-| 
slovak Government’s dispute with 
3,500,000 Germans and other mi- 
norities, faced tremendously diffi- 
cult odds. 

The letter declared that it would 
be unfair to hamper Lord Runci- 
man in his first effort to solve the 
minorities problems but insisted 
there was a widening breach be- 
tween the Government and the Ger- 
mans Adolf Hitler has declared he 
would protect. 

It added that British Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain, in his 
Tuesday Parliament address an- 
nouncing Lord Runciman’s appoint- 
ment, brought before the world “un- 
reserved acknowledgement of the 
Sudeten Germans as a partner in 
the negotiations.” 

In a practical sense, the state- 
ment said, this amounted to unof- 
ficial recognition of Sudeten Ger- 
mans as a “Staatsvolk” with equal 
rights instead of as a minority. 

Great Britain’s traditional pol- 
icy, it said, was to conclude a com- 
promise. 

“English diplomacy found ways 
to worm into the Spanish as well 
as into Czech developments,” thé 
party document said. “To Burgos 
they sent a ‘commercial agent,’ to 
Praha they send an ‘adviser and 
observer.“

Asks Why ‘Italy Has Found 
It Necessary to Go Out 
and Imitate Germany’ in 
Fight on Jews.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, July 
29.—A Vatican City news service 
quoted Pope Pius XI as terming 
racialism and exaggerated nation- 
alism “barriers raised between men 
and men—folk and other folk.” 

‘It said the Pope’s declaration was 
part of a long speech delivered yes- 
terday at Castel Gandolfo to a 
group of students of. the College 
of Propagation of the Faith. * 

The Pope also was quoted as de- 
fending Catholic Action, saying that 
someone had said that “between 


Catholic Action and the Fascist 
party there exists an incurable doc- 
trinal divergence.” 

His concluding remarks were re- 
ported as: “Who injures Catholic 
Action, injures the Pope and who 
injures the Pope, dies.” 

The word “dies” was interpreted 
as meaning “dies spiritually.” 

New Doctrine of Race. 

The Pope’s remarks, in which he 
stressed again the “universality” of 
the Catholic faith, were uttered as 
the Fascist administration was 
pushing a vigorous campaign in 
favor of its recently promulgated 
doctrine of race. 

(On July 14 a group of professors 
published a report in which the 
Italian people were declared to be 
of Aryan origin. It asserted Jews 
“do not belong to the Italian race.” 
The report was issued under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Pop- 
ular Culture.) 

The newspaper Regime Fascista, 
published by Roberto Farinacci, 
former Fasciet Party secretary and 
vigorous anti-Jewish leader, re- 
cently made several sharp thrusts 
at Catholic Action. 

In one article the newspaper 
questioned the compatibility of 
membership in Catholic Action and 
the Fascist Party. 

The Pope asked why Italy had 
found it necessary to go out and 
imitate Germany” and subsequent- 
ly told the students the Catholic 
doctrine ie that “all mankind is 
one great universal race.” 

‘Barriers Between Men.’ 

It further quoted him as saying: 

“Separatism, no: We do not want 
to separate anything in the human 
family. And racialism and exag- 
gerated nationalism as commonly 
spoken of mean barriers erected 
between men and other men, be- 
tween folk and other folk.” 

The Pope said differences with- 
in the human race undeniably ex- 
isted and he compared the race to 
a great musical composition in 
which there were many variations 
but which nevertheless followed the 
same general motif.

THREE AIR AGREEMENTS 
* BETWEEN U. S. AND CANADA 


They Involve Navigation, Issuance 
of Certificates and Recogni- 
tion of Papers.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Three 
aeronautical agreéments between 
the United States and Canada were 
reached yesterday through an ex- 
change of notes between Secretary 
of State Hull and Canadian Minis- 
ter Sir Herbert Marler. 

They involve air navigation, recin- 
rocal issuance of airman certificates 
and reciprocal recognition of cer- 
tificates of airworthiness concern- 
ing airplanes for export.

But the fact is that the 
problem of Czechoslovakia is on 
the point of exploding in the face of 
sli the statesmen of Europe. It has 
reached a point where it would 
gem that even Hitler himself sees 
that events are beyond his control 
ind that he may be dragged into a 
war which neither he nor his most 
responsible advisers can desire. 

That surely is why he has been 
sending his personal representative, 
Capt. Wiedemann, to London with 
gssurances that he desires a pacific 


solution. And that is Why, in spite 


of all the declarations against any- 
thing in the nature of an interna- 
tional solution when Germany’s 
vital interests are concerned, Hitler 
is supporting a plan which makes 
the Czech-German controversy a 
European rather than a merely 
German question. 


The same grim threat of a great 
war which has caused Mr. Cham- 
berlain to entangle himself in Cen- 
tral Europe has also caused Hitler 
to accept outside intervention. The 
danger of war is real beyond any 
doubt. It is real, first of all, because 
at bottom the claims of the German 
Nazis in Bohemia are in principle 
irreconcilable with the vital inter- 
ests of tne Czechoslovak Republic. 
It is real, second, because the Ger- 
man Nazis are revolutionists who 
will not in the end hesitate to use 
violence and the Czechs are a spir- 
ited people who will die rather than 
submit. 

+ - * 

Because the Nazis will use vio- 
lence and because the Czechs will 
fight, there is no present possibility 
either of a prolonged deadlock or 
of a bloodless conquest as in Aus- 
tria. The failure to find a solution 
means war. And this war must 
mean a European war, which draws 
In France, Russia and Britain on 
one side, and almost certainly Italy 
on the other. 

In the past week, at the very time 
when the King and Queen were in 
Paris, it became clear that no or- 
dinary solution of the conflict is 
possible. The Czechs have been 
working on concessions to their 
German minority. But these con- 
cessions, however just and gener- 


tional minority in Burope, are 
bound to be quite unacceptable to 
the Sudeten Nazis or to their back- 


It had become evident a week 
ago that to submit the Czech pro- 
posal to the Czech Parliament 
would almost surely mean some 
kind of uprising in the German 
districts of Bohemia.

It became clear too that this 
time Hitler would be compelled by 
forces within Germany to act, that 
he could not again retreat, as he 
did in May, without losing more 
prestige than a dictator can afford 
to lose. Then it became known 
that the Germans were feverishly at 
work constructing the Siegfried line 
in the west, and that they would 
complete it by about Aug. 15. Thus 
just at the moment when things 
were likely to be most explosively 
critical in Praha, the Germans 
would be ready for the military con- 
sequences of an attempt to settle the 
issue by force. 

It was to avert tne crisis which 
was due within two weeks when 
the Czech-German . negotiations 
broke down that Mr. Chamberlain, 
with French suppor., decided to 
intervene. Lord Runciman’s mis- 
sion promises at the last to give 
both the Germans and the Czechs 
something new to think about, to 
divert them for a time from the 
embittered realization that taeir 
diffefences are irreconcilable. As- 
suming as one must, that Hitler 
wishes to avoid a major war which 
involves Great Britain, the mere 
presence of Lord Runciman in 
Praha would seem to be a guar- 
antee that nothing very provoca- 
tive will be done right under his 
eyes. 

. * * 

Beyond this breathing spell, it is 
impossible to see very far. Lord 
Runciman is undertaking to find a 
solution of a problem which has 
every appearance of being in- 
soluble. For that reason there are 
many who fear that there is a hid- 
den purpose in the matter, and that 
Lord Runciman’s task is to avoid 
war by delivering Czechoslovakia 
to Germany by gradual stages and 
by subtle devices. . 

One must recognize the fact that 
there are influential elements both 
in France and England who are 
prepared to do this, who are pre- 
pared, that is to say, to let Hitler 
have his way if only he proceeds 
without too much obvious violence. 

There are many wo think that 
this is the inauguration of another 
scheme, similar to the Non-Inter- 
vention Committee in Spain, which 
will permit Hitler to work his will 
behind a screen of formulae of im- 
partiality. But this is, I think, an 
unnecessarily cynical view, consid- 
ering the fact that the issue is 
much clearer than it was in Spain, 
and that Lord Runciman nas an 
aroused and alert public opinion to 
consider, as well as the fighting 
spirit of the Czechs and the vital 
interests of France. 

Above all there is the fact that 
here there is involved before the 
judgment of all the democracies of 
the world the personal honor of an 
English gentleman and the honor 
of the British people. 

Though the moral condition of 
Europe has become progressively 
degraded, there is no reason to 
think that things are as yet so bad 
that the honor of Great Britain, 
when clearly and decisively en-

scarring that results in practical blindness. It. is the same in Oriental 
“ophthalmia.” While it has long been known that trachoma is con- 
tagious, the exact germ which causes it has eluded the bacteriologist’s 


search. 


According to the paper by Drs. Thrygeson of New York and Rich- 
ards of Albuquerque before the section on diseases of the eye, a filter- 
able virus is responsible and they have been able to trace and identi- 


fy it to a considerable extent. 


Thus trachoma belongs with the com- 


mon cold, infantile paralysis and smallpox, so far as the nature of the 


causative agent is concerned.

Some- 
times they lose the whole term. If they had been trained to a variety 
of routined days, to the presence and the care of various members of 
the family, they would have been better able to adjust themselves.

This matter of adjustment to new people, new situations, new ways 
is invaluable to children. Trained to prompt and inevitable adjustments 
they accept what comes with calm and begin co-operating at once. 
They have no fear; they do have a certain sureness, a faith, in people 

and in life generally that the one-person, one-way child cannot have. 
The fundamental routine thateestablishes health habits, behavior 
sets, the right habits that make living with themselves and other 
people a pleasure, are of first importance . We establish them with 


certainty and meticulous attention. But—and this is almost as im- 


portant to the growth and development of the children—we must es- 
tablish this routine in a variety of ways so as to avoid the danger of 
rearing a one-way child. 
f Mothers often spoil the work of their own devotion by holding too 
closely to the child and to the one way of doing things. If they al- 
lowed other members of the family to have a share in the child’s care, 
it they took time off every week for restoration of mind and body, the 
child would be benefited and their own health and consequent power 


increased. 


Of course there is nobody quite as good as mother to a child. We 
admit that. But the child must learn that he has only one mother, 
and that he has to adjust himself to countless other folk. If he is 

. reared with that idea from the beginning he will find life a lot easier, 


and so will his mother.

HE greater portion of those 
who visit Mexico want to bring 
back at least ‘a few samples of 
native handicraft; to some the 
brightly colored zarapes appeal, to 
others the odd pottery holds a lure, 
while still others return with silver 
plate or hand em leather 
goods, . » 

Mexico offers many opportunities 
in these directions but the old 
Latin phrase “Caveat eniptor,” let 
the buyer beware, always is applic- 
able. If you are not versed in things 
Mexican you may ‘find that your 
“hand woven” blanket came from 
New Jersey and your genuine leath- 
er purse is pressed pasteboard. It 
is with this knowledge in mind that 
this article is written, in the hope 
that it may better acquaint you 
with some of the details connected 
with the more popular lines of 
Mexican handicraft. 

The greater percentage of mer- 
chandise offered for sale in the 
reputable establishments in Mexico 
is genuine and well worth the prices 
asked. Never buy anything from 
the sidewalk vendors as they are 
universally undependable in Mexico 
as elsewhere. If you are consider-

novelties it is best to seek the coun- 
sel of someone who is in a position 
to know their merits and value. 
Americans visiting Mexico usual- 
ly want some zarapes, pottery, tiles, 
lacquer ware, inlaid articles, leath- 
er goods, silver, tinware, hand 
carved articles of wood, hand woven 
bags, guaraches, sandals, textiles, 
cameras, beaten copper, baskets, 
silver jewelry or some of the numer- 
ous novelties made of wood or 
straw. All of these items are made 
by hand in various districts; of 
Mexico and all are by the same 
token faked by machinery to be 
sold to the unwary person not able 
to distinguish the real from the 
cheap artificial article. 

There are five kinds of zarapes 
—those long, woven streamers 80 
popular with visitors to Mexico. 
These five kinds are distinguished 
by certain definite qualities known 
to those who have lived long in 
Mexico and the difference is due 
to the district where they are 
woven. The.most popular kind of 
zarape is the brilliantly colored, 
wool and silk one; it is known in 
the trade as the “Saltillo” zarape, 
due to the manner of its origin.

the State of Coahuila weavers on 
each hacienda. fabricated on their 
looms these brightly colored za- 
rapes, each hacienda endeavoring 
to outdo the other in brilliance of 
design and attractiveness of colors. 
These articles were never offered 
for sale, each was hand woven and 
oftentimes required from s to 
eight months to weave. Upon the 
breaking up of the old haciendas 
those who were adept at weaving 


sought to dispose of their zarapes - 
and fortunately found a ready mar- » 


ket for them, because all Mexico 
knew their merit and appreciated 
their worth. 


When the tourist horde began to 
descend upon Mexico the flashing 
colors of this type zarape appealed 
to the American taste and there 
sprang up instantly a greater de- 
mand than could be supplied by 
these scattering few individual 
weavers, so a group began mak- 
ing them on a “co-operative” 
basis in Saltillo, the capital of the 
State where they originated. This 
factory has continued through the 
years to make the now-famous Sal- 
tillo zarape, and some years ago 
exhibited at the great handicraft 
fair at Madrid, Spain, and there 
won the first prize on handiwork. 
This genuine article can be identi- 
fied by the brilliancy of the colors. 
the absolute evenness of the design, 
and the texture of the wool used in 
manufacture. The machine made 
imitation, which is turned out by 
the thousands in Aguas Calientas, 
is thin, the wool is shoddy and the 
colors indistinct. It is this article 
that is hawked on the streets of the 
larger Mexican towns and sold at a 
“bargain” to unsuspecting tourists. 


The ancient village of Santa Ana, 
near Tlaxcala, is the center of 
weaving for another type zarape; 
this is almost always white with 
small blue or red designs and in 
this zarape you will usually find 
blue to predominate where much 
color is used. It is somewhae heav- 
ier than the Saltillo zarape and 
more loosely woven, with a rough 
texture on its surface. This zarape 
is widely used as wall drapes and 
is of finest quality, lasting in ordi- 
nary service several average life- 
times. This tiny village of Santa 
Ana has been a center of weaving 
for centuries; the wool is sheared 
from the sheep, scoured, dyed, 
spun into thread and woven into 
the finished article oftentimes by 
the same individuals. 

In the villages around Toluca 
many families weave zarapes, al- 
most always brown or black in

color. These are gathered up by 
itinerant peddlers and brought into 
the capital for sale. The weavers 
in these remote villages produce un- 
conventional and oftentimes very 
weird designs.

HERE is also a source of 
zarapes unknown to the average 
individual; the women in the 
hills of Sonora weave a few zarapes 
on ancient, foot-operated looms dur- 
ing the summer months when their 
husbands are away in the fields, 
and housework does not occupy 
their entire day. These zarapes are 
made slowly, painstakingly and of 
virgin wool and homespun thread. 
They possess a soft, luxuriant sheen 
that is derived from the high qual- 
ity of wool used in their making. 
The Oaxaca zarape is very popu- 
lar and the larger stores feature this 
type because of its wide appeal to 
the tourist trade. The Oaxaca za- 
rape usually has as its motif the 
Aztec Calendar Stone, the Mexican 
eagle or some typical design. 
Pottery making is one of the 
world’s oldest industries and wad 
highly advanced in Mexico long be- 
fore the coming of the white man. 
Almost every mountain village in 
Mexico has in it families who make 
some one or more kinds of pottery; 
ranging from small “platitas,” 
bought by tourists to be used for 
cigarette trays, to the big “ollas,” 
jar, used for lawn decoration. There 
are three main pottery-making cen- 
ters, however, from whence comes 
the greater part of the pottery sold 
to the tourist; these are Puebla,

The va- 
rious local clays are so similar that 
it is impossible to distinguish one 
from another and the help of some- 
one posted on pottery should be con- 
sulted if your purchases are exten- 
sive.

Mexico is justly famous for its 
lacquer ware; this form of crafts- 
manship runs the gamut from tiny 
cigarette boxes to the large, lac- 
quered trays. There are two kinds 
of lacquer ware and two centers 
from which most of this class of 
merchandise comes; the two kinds 
are painted designs and “finger- 
nail” designs, the two centers are 
Olinila, in the State of Guerro, and 
Urupan, in the State, of Michoacan. 
The wood used is either lemon wood 
or a soft wood, something like our 
willow. In making the articles of 
painted design, the tray or box is 
first given a dull background and 
the design is simply painted on 
with a brush dipped in the lacquer. 
This is simple and quick, and 
articles so made flood the market 
in Mexico at low prices. Unfor- 
tunately the wood used in these 
low price articles is usually soft 


and soon warps out of shape. Many

The groom is 
supposed to bring his half filled 
with fruit, candy, flowers, food for 
the wedding feast, and thereafter 
it is used for a utility garment to 
carry articles to market, as a wrap 
on cold mornings or in which to 
carry the baby when it arrives on 
the scene.

Leather goods are one of the 
fortes of the Mexican craftsman. 
Leather is worked into a thousand 
articles; purses, saddles, belts, bill- 
folds, portfolios, bridles, boxes, and 
the various kinds of souvenirs. Both 
cowhide and the skin of reptiles are 
utilized and in such places as La 
Abeja, the Bee, or Santos Burgos, 
you may watch the native work- 
men fabricating the leather, mark- 
ing out by hand the intricate de- 
signs, and embossing it bit by bit 
as they tap their embossing tool 
lightly with a piece of hard wood. 
It is easy to be fooled into buying 
machine stamped leather instead 
of the genuine hand-embossed mer- 
chandise, and it is best to purchase 
leather goods where you can actual- 
ly see it made so that you know you 
are not being duped. 


Silver is widely bought in Mexico 
because of its being lower in price 
and also because the Mexican 
workman is adept at making beau- 
tiful designs. Copper and brass are 
hammered into various kinds of 
utensils and are sold at ridiculously 
low prices in many cases. The 
weight of the metal and the crafs- 
manship determine the value and 
the price of most articles of this 
kind and your own judgment will 
serve in purchasing such items. 

Jewelry, particularly the filigree 
and hand-hammered silver rings, 
pins and bracelets, is as plentiful 
as the proverbial: coals of New- 
castle. It is of every kind, size, 
shape, design, quality and price. 

The Mexican sombrero, that large, 
upturned hat, is almost a univer- 
sal symbol of the country. ‘There 
are many kinds, shapes and sizes, 
The Mexican women of lower class 
wear a long, dark strip of woven 
fabric around their heads and 
shoulders—this is the “reboso,” or 
muffler.

Under the vulnerability conditions 
West has a very difficult decision 
to make when South overcalls with 
two diamonds. The trouble is that 
West must decide, then and there, 
whether there is a game in the 
hand for himself and partner. Be- 
cause if there isn’t; he must not 
lose the opportunity to double two 
diamonds. With an original bid by 
East, and a two diamond overcall 
by South, West cannot expect any 
further bidding from the opponents, 
his own strength making such a 
contingency improbable. West can 
certainly expect to defeat a two 
diamond contract two tricks (300 
points) and if his side can make no 
game the 300 points will be im- 
measurably superior to any part- 
score that can be attained. If Last- 
West were not vulnerable, the justi- 
fiable hope of defeating the oppo- 
nents 500 points would make a dou- 
ble highly attractive because, even 
if a game were in the hand for 
East-West, it would not count that 
much, 
The vulnerability of East-West, 
however, makes the decision a split- 
hair one. West must be haunted by 
the fear that, in doubling and ac- 
cepting a penalty of 300 to 500 
points, he is abandoning a possible 
600 odd points. Yet, for good and 
sound reasons, the double is the 
best choice. Surely West cannot 
pass. If he bids, he must choose 
between two hearts and two no 
trump, and neither is quite satis- 
factory. Two hearts, the strongest 
free raise West dare give, may not 
be strong enough to encourage East 
to bid again; two no trump may 
go wrong because of the lack of 
a spade stopper. 
There is one other important fac- 
tor: if West doubles, he does not 
conclusively abandon all chance for 
game because East may choose to 
take out the double. But contrari- 
wise, if West bids, he abandons all 
chance for a double, In the final 
analysis, it is this consideration 
that should induce West to double, 
rather than bid.
